•The military is the umierpinning of the whole 
(Virginia Beach) ccoaomy," the chairman of the 
Mayor's Ecooooiic Base Study Committee told Council 
Monday afternoon. 

At an informal meeting of Council chaurman Timothy 
E Barrow presented the committee's report "to assist 
CouncU in formulating economic, tax and growth 
poUdes as Virginia Beach ertera tl« 19«)'s." 

Tlie reference to the militwy came on page 18 of the 
20-page report which generally sees tlM next ten years 
as being harder than the p«t ten for Virgima beach. 

Because crfthe military's contribution to the conomy 
of the city, the Committee recommends that CouncU 
stress this economic unportance and to assist m 
maintining the operational integrity of the Air Stotton at 

The report points out that m 1977 when the last 
figures were available, there were 31.700 active-duty 
•Navy personnel, 1100 Navy reservists, 7600 retirees 
and 6200 civil service personnel residing m Vu-gima 

Beadi. ., „ 

Over 104,000 of the Qty's residents were Navy-con- 
nected amountmg to ahnost 47 percent of tota^ 
population. Direct Navy purchases from VirgiiM Beach 
businesses and industries totaled over $175 milhon and 
Navy-related <rff-base retail sales in Virginia Beach 
totaled nearly $207 miUion or 45 percent of total rctaU 

sales in 1977. . , .u. 

Barrow said that the miUtary and agruculture are the 
two subilizing factoR in the city's economy. 

Agrfculturc generated over 150 million m salaries 
and sales in 1978. according to the report which 
recommends that Council take every action possible to 
promote the agricultural ii^ustry. 

Uke other reports sw:h as "Virginia Beach Tomor- 
row," avic Orientations Toward Selected Munrapal 
Services in Virginia Beach," and in the Comprehensive 
Land Use Plan, the economic report urges Council to 
preserve agricultural lands for agricultural production 
and to discourage encroadmant of suburban or 
exurban uses south of Princess Anne Courthouse. 

■nie most useful tod to uxompUsh this, the report 
states, is the land use taxatwn poli<gr which permiu the 



owner of agricultural land to be taxed on the basis of 
the agricultural value rather than the market value. 

To meet antidpated higlur costs of government 
requirements during the 80's the committee recom- 
mends entiancement <^ tourism and industrial develop- 
ment. 

Hie committee also recommends what it considers a 
mo-e equitable method of taxation induding an income 
approach to valuation of ccmmerdal, office and resort 
properties. The cost depredi^on or comparable sale 
approaches used in ^^ginia Beach can result in 
substantial undervaluation (rf iiKome-produdng prop- 
erties, accading to the report. As a result residential 
prc^rty owners are paying a disi»oportionate share of 
real estate taxes. 

The committee abo urges that the same procedure be 
used for valuing personal property in all catagcries. In 
1978-79, the report states, automobiles were valued at 
90.9 miUicm dollars white all business at $2.3 million 
and farm prci>crty at $4(^.000. 

If special dispensation is to be given any class of 
prc^rty, the conmittee believes the adjustment 
should be made through the tax rate, not through the 
valuation procedure, with the reasons dearly states. 

The committee recommends a phasing out ci the 
„ utilities tax because it disproportionately affects 
Virginia beach dtizens who can leiat afford it. If the 
"particularly onerous" water tax is retained the 
formula should be changed so that the larger users are 
taxed at higher rates and the basic users are exempted, 
the report recommends. 

If revenue growth does not keep pMe with newssary 
expenditure the committee reonuneiuls: 

•inaeasing cigarette taxes from 10 cents to TQ cents 
per pack whkh would add at least $1.5 million in 
revenue. 

•increase dty vehicle license fees from $15 to $^ per 
vehide which wiU yteld lU teast $500,000 umually. 

•if other oixions bfl, the dty should aggressively 
Idiby the Geittral Assembly for a Local "piggy twck" 
OR the ISute incnne tax. 

This approach would b^ ftr more equitabte dian an 
increase in the sales tax or a general increase in yoaX 
property taxes which Barrow said are regressive taxes

Councilman ^ohn A. Baum remarfced that some of 
the ideas forwarded b/the committee would take a 
courageous council to carry out. "We would ahsost 
haw to have a moratorium on councilnfianic etectioos," 
he quipped. 

In his introduction, Barrow said that the report took 
over a year to prepare. Serving with him on the 
committee were E. T. Buchanan, E. R. Rockrell Jr., 
Alfred W. Craft Jr., Rudolph Koch, Ibomas J. Lyons, 
Capt. D. J. Michaels, Herbert K. Smith ffl and W. Bari 
Willis. 

The Beach, as a new, growing city, has not had to 
deal with economic stagnation, Barrow said, but that 
while during the past ten years the ci^has been able to 
add services without increasing taws, tl« next ten 
years will produce a different story unless steps are 

taken. 

General government expenditures have increased 
from $36.3 million in l%9 to $119.9 million in fiscal 
1978, a 230.3 percent increase. During the same 
ten-year period, the population of Virginia Beach 
increased from 163,410 to 255,770 (a 56.5 Percent 
cumulative increase and the avctage consumer price 
index increased by a cumulative 77.9 percent. A 
comparisai of figures shows that local government 
expenditures have outstripwd even the combined 
impact of ppof^ulatioi and inflation. 

During the ten years, local revenues increased from 
$37 mUliOT $124.2 million, a cumulative increase of 
229.4 percent. 

The local share of the total revenues increased by 
263.4 percent compared to the federal share of 207.9 
percent and the state share of 188 percent. The local 
increase is important, Barrow said, because local fimds 
are not earmarked for special projects as are state and 
federal funds. 

Mne sources of local revenue accounted for 86.6 
percent of the increase — real estate tax, personal 
pTopeny tax, utility taxes, general sales taxes, business 
licenses, restaurant tax, hotel room and meal taxes, 
cigarette taxes and auto licenses. 

In addition to its dependence on the military and 
agricultural sectors, Virginia Beach revenues have 
come from rapid residential, commercial and tourist 
growth to improve government services, build new 
public facilities and maintain relatively low tax rates. 

The city has also benefited from tourism on whidi the 
return on public investment is high, a surge in 
commercial and service development and new residen- 
tial development where developers have underwrftten 
the cost of improvements." 

The dty also qualifies for maintenance although 
there is little need for maintenance on new streets and 
the ratio of school-age chUdren per househdd 
ccmsistently declined during the '70's. 

Contributing to the Beach's healthy economic 
situatioi has been the low percentage <rf poverty level 
p<^ulation, the presence of the Federal government to 
tala over social services costs for many of the lowest 
income citizens, and the absence of Med for expensive 
housing-Xfideyelopmeot. aaA iKide. enforcement jiro- 
grams becauise of the city's new boiMing stock. 

During the '80's the city will get some revenue help 
from the Lynnhaven Mall, the Arts and Conference 
Center and a Change in the state's reimbursement 
fwmula to cities for maintenance <rf highways and 
financing welfore, health, judifial, administration and 
pdice services. 

On the other side, the committee sees a reduction in 
growth revenues.

(iJperatJng Costs will inoease as the dty ages 
requiring greater investoMOt in maintenance and 
replacement. a 

Tbere wiU be a oontiauing need for nu^or capital 
improveqwnts while u the same time a reduction in 
federal ami state partidpation is antidpated. 

As the populadom gets oUer. there will be more 
social servk^ costs. 

As housing gets older, there will be increasing need 
for housmg and heahh inspections and some form 6i 
public housing progrun.

Dear Betty. 

What you have described is a very common 
•'beginners syndrome", and is probably the prime' 
reason for such a high drop Out rate in the first few 
weeks of an exercise program. 

This "beginners syndrome" is caused by a build-up 
of lactic acid in the muscles from friction the body is not 
used to, and can be greatly minimized by approaching 
your exercise program in a slow even manner and never 
forcing your body to do something it is not ready for. In 
addition, rhythmic breathing should always accompany 
movement, as oxygen not only aids an internal 
combustion that takes place within the body when it is 
motion, but also gives renewed life to fatigued muscles 
and helps to break down and eliminate excess lactic 
acid, the source of your complaint. 

Another technique that will help with this problem is 
to give the body a nice languid stretch at the end of your 
session, and relax yourself as completely as possible, 
even if only for a few moments. This is very important, 
as one should never walk away from any tyr>^ of body

Each participant also receives a free 
energy packet with phamplets ud information on such 
things as "Home Heating," "Energy Ta» Credits" and 
"Hot Water Handbook." If participants feel they have 
a need for further clarification, they are welcome on our 
campus. Mr. Wilkerson uses our equipment here to give 
interested persons an even clearer understanding of its 
operation. 

The State prefers to schedule clinics for groups of 50 
or more. Any group can request a clinic by calling the 
Virginia Energy Division's toll-free number: 1-800-552- 
3831. In addition to scheduling clinics through the hot 
ine, callers may get answo? to their energy questions or 
borrow audiovisual materials, among other services. 

In the meantime, Mr. Wilkerson has offered to share 
with you some of the energy tips he thinks are most 
important and which he has tested himself: 

• NO NOT set back the thermostat on an air-to-air 
heat pump at night. DO set back gas. oil and electric 
furnaces. 

• A properly-scheduled clock timer on a hot water 
heater saves energy and does not radically change your 
lifestyle.

Dear Nancy, 

One good overall toning exercise is to lie flat on your 
back with knees up and apart. Grab hbld of your ankles 
on each side of your buttocks and tense all the muscles 
in your legs and buttocks as hard as possible. 

While holding your ankles and the tension, breath in 
and slowly lower your right knee to the inside as far 
down as it will go, but do not force, then exhale and 
simultaneously relax the muscles. Tense once more and 
hold. Breath in and lower the left knee to the inside 
while raising the right, at the same time. Exhale and 
relax. Repeat ten times in the beginning and work up to 
twenty repetitions. 

This exercise is both isometric and isotonic and will if 
done on a daily basis help the entire leg become strong 
and limber, much like a cat. Remember to always take 
your time, use control and keep your routine simple. 
One exercise done properly is worth more than ten done' 
wrongly. Hope this helps you out.

Well it's people like this that make it easier for pros 
like us to find samt great deals. When you purchase a 
boat this time of year you have everything in your fevor 
to insure that the price is right. 

Some people will be behind on their payments 
because they find it hard to pay for it wImu they are not 
using it. Someone i this position will probably let you 
have it for what they owe on it, just to get the Uen 
holder off their back. 

Of course there are the boat owners that have found 
it more of a chore in upkeep than they had bvgained 
for and that just supports their reasoning oo why they 
want to get lid of it. 

Some of the best places to look for the mid-winter 
deals is the classifieds, autotrader. for sale signs at 
marinas or in driveways and (tf course from some the 
local banks repossession departments. 

If you are loddng for a new boat you may still be able 
to find some of last years models still on the showroom 
floor and be able to i»ck up on a better deal than you 
would if you waited until the new models were all they 
had left.

When you go out locddng for a boat, here are a few 
things you might want to keep in mind to help guide 
you to the right one. First think about what you will be 
using it for, water skiing^ tiiching, etc. 

If you want it mainly for fishing you should first 
c(Hisider how large you family is. You want to be able to 
carry them and the equipment you will need safely. So 
when loddng at the boat, check the manufiicturers tag 
fOT the load reccommendations. 
. Next you need to decide on the how much power you 
want. I see many boats out on the bay with almost as 
much motor as they have boat. If you want the boat for 
Ashing don't over power it. Larger motors cost more, 
burn more fuel, and weigh more. 

With todays cost of fuel, the smaller motor could 
mean more fishing trips, and besides you won't see that 
many days on the Chesapeake Bay where you can open 
up those big motors and fly, unless you want to beat 
your boat to pieces on ihe chop.*

Hanbury also recommen^d that the Erosion 
Conmiission should have two goab — to replenish the 
beaches and to keep Rudee talet opett. He said that in 
the past the Rudee Inlet dredging was done mainly to 
furnish sand for the beaches to the north. He said that 
the Commission's dredge would be adequate to ieeep 
the inlet open if it were not further taxed to siqiply sand , 
to the be«;hes. Jht dredge should be restricted to 
dredging the inlet and dumping the fill. The trudc haul 
operation firom the borrow pit would be responsbik for 
replenishing the beach.

Both the Virginia Beadi Erosion Commission and the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers have reconmended m 
increase in sand reptenishment en the ocean froit this 
year which will add $110,000 to the city's $647,000 
contrKt with the E.V. WiUams Co. 

. WilUams submitted the low bid on a pcoject to clear, 
strip and haul sand to the beach from a dty-owned 
borrow pit aS Krdneck Road. The original bid (tf 
$772,000 was reduced through negotiation by $15,000 
and farther reduced another $1 10,000 by reducing the 
total anujunt <rf fill for this year from a proposed 
150.000 to 125,000 oiUc yards. 

The reducticos would make it possible for the 
Erosion Commission to do the job witiiin its budget. 
The increase in fill would require a Special appropria- 
tioi from Qty Council.

Sun Commentary: Local HCC 



Emotions and patriotism ran deep last Saturday 
morning as approximately 50 local residents sang "Ood 
Bless America," fdlowing former P.O.W., and 
Virginia Beadi resident, Michael Christian's press 
conference. It was held at the White Heron Motel to 
promote Virginia Beach's new Hostage Crisis Center, 
(HCC). .^ . 

Christian has taken it upon himself, along with the 
support of other local individuals and businesses, and 
of state and naticmal political and military leaders, to^ 
OTganize: 

"A common vehicle for those who are frustrated with 
the hostage situation, and wishtgj focus their agencies 
into a national vdce of Mpe^, swthout regard to 
poUtical affiliation or speciffi foreign policy recommen- 
dations." 

Christian says the HCC is not an answer to the 
hostage situation in Iran, but "a place for interaction of 
concerned citizens." 

Christian accuses American officials of being "nice 
people who will give six months warning before doing 
anything," in regard to Soviet and American relations. 

He further says it's impotant to keep the hostage 
issue alive in the minds of American citizens, "We 
d(xi't want the U.S. to sit in front of the television and 
do nothing," he said. 

Critics of Christian ask: "What good will he, or his 
meetings do in securing the release of the hostages?" 
Supports retort: "A common display of emotion is rare; 
and Christian's HCC serves as an outlet for many 
Americans who are outraged and angered by foreign 
actims against Americans." 



Christian's efforts arc innocent, and serve to relieve 
the tensions (tf many fioisuated local residents. Plus, he 
is actually doing more, relative to the hostage situation 

than many (^ us. _, , ■ 

Christian has been to war and back, and knows its 
hwrors. He does not ««nt to see mwc killing, and is 
ddng the best thing he knows to do in light of the 
drcumstanMs .— G.G.

out of the carburator. If he does, it is a good indication 
that he knows what he is doing in properly maintaining 
his motor. 

If you already own a boat, the best time to prepare it 
for the coming season afloat is before it actually arrives. 
Things that will need replacing or repairing can be 
taken care of over a period of time, instead of having 
the burden of the expense dropped on you all at aice. 
Items that need painting or varnishing that can be 
removed can be taken care of in your garage or 
basement. 

Check your equipment 

While yoa have leisure time indoors, dwi't fwget to 
check off all your equipment against a check list to see 
if any of it is missing. If it is you will still have a month 
or so to replace it. h is much easier to attend to all these 
things at a deliberate pace during the off-season than to 
wait until the spring rush. 

Several things you can do to get your outboard motor 
ready is lo replace your old spark plugs with new cmcs. 
ln.spevi your fuel tanks for din. gum or varnish. 

Dirt can be removed by using a syphon host to 
"vacumm clean" the brttom of the tank. There arc 
solvents on the market to remove the gum and varnish. 
Check the ml in the lower unit for water. If it is present, 
your lower unit seal might need replacing. Check your 
propeller for damage, and have it repaired or replaced. 
A damaged prop can cause vibrations that can damage 
gears, and bearings.

In a 6-3 vote Council awarded the contract for the 
project to Apex Building Contractors, Inc., low bidder 
of four, for $166,000. 

The restrooms wiU be the second constructed by the 
city one the beachfront. The first are located on the 17th 
Street right of way and boast a sundial which evoked 
criticism as an unnecessary expense. 

A third set of restrooms is contempleted for 37th 
Street. 

The sundial was suggested by John A. Maddox, 
owner of the Seascape Motel, who agreed to give up his 
claim to the closed right of way if the project were 
aesthetially pleasing and would enhance rather than 
detract from his property. 

The .114-acre portion of 30tii Street which will be 
used for the restrooms is located south of the Seaside 
Amusement Park and north of a h-2 Resort-Hotel 
District property that is undeveloped. 

Councilman Reid Ervin, who voJ«l against the 
closure and Uie contract award, said he knew of "no 
way public restrooms wiU enhance property." 

Although the 3(Hh Street restrooms wUl be less 
elaborate than the 17th Street iwoject - and wiU not have 
a sundial, Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., said the city 
was spending too much money on the restrooms. 

McCoy also cast the only vote against the 17th Street^ 
restrooms in a 10-1 vote of CouncU.

McCoy also cast tiM only vote agwnst the 17th Street 
icstroons in a 10-1 vote of Council. That contn^ was

McCoy pointed out that the Council had refused to 
close 3 1st Street to help the Amusement Park. 

Councihnan R.L. Riggs agreed with McCoy and said 
Council was makin|."a complete solid waU (on Ite 
beachfront) by cl(^i^ the streets." 

McCoy said the city should look for property away 
from the beachfront. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that nobody has 
come up with ahematives.

Councihnan Reid Ervin pointed out that the 150 acre 
tract will be dedicated in perpetuity as a golf course. 

Webbon said the Council objected to buildings which 
would be constructed on the golf course. 

Council apparently was favorable to the golf course- 
condominium idea but reluctant to pass ordiances or 
establish precendent which might later hurt the area. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that he had the 
biggest problem with agriculture zoned property having 
residential uses. "This will kill the agricultural industry

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Texas Jack Rabbits found in Tidewater area

Everybody probably has their own little spot in the 
world that they used to explore as a kid and some, even 
though they wouldn't admit it, would prc^bly like to 
return and relive the <M days. 

1 have such a spot that I use to explore and every once 
in a while I will return there and do just that - 
"Explore". 

Cobblafauid 

Fifty miles or so from the Clwsapeake City Umits is a 
small island little known to anyone except the local 
residents of Virginia's Eastern Sh<»e. The island I am 
speaking of is Cobb Island. It is located about five miles 
east of Oyster, Va. and access can only be gained by 
boat. 

Cobb, being a part of the chain of Barrier I<iland<! that 
protects Virginia's Eastern Shore from the hea^ surf of 
the Atlantic Ocean, is ideally located to catch sea drift 
and wrecks. I guess that is why the Coast Guard saw fit 
at one time to put a station there, which now Has ^en 
abandoned for almost two decades. 

On mymany trips to Cobb Island, I don't think that I 
have eyi^ been disappointed in what I found on the 
beach. Whether it's odd shaped seashells, bottles cast 
from passing boats, or flotsam from unfortunate sailing 
vessels that met thdr fate during the fury of the Atlantic 
during a northeaster, it never failed to cause my 
imagination to run wold. 

I remember the day before Easter 1%7, I found a 
bottle on the beach with a note in it. The bottle had been 
thrown overboard exactly one year and a day imor to 
my finding it. The note was from a oceanography 
student at Cape May, N.J. who at the time was studying 
ocean currents.

and although the Texas hare is not a native to this area, 
they may be found In remote areas within 100 miles of 
the city. 

On another trip to Cobb, I found the remains of a 
wrecked sailboat just barely profruding from the 
drifting sand dunes. After uncovering some of the 
wreckage 1 came across the documentation numbers of 
the ill fated vessel: 563440. 

After checking the numbers with the U.S. Coast 
Guard, I learned that they belonged to the sailing vessel 
"Altair" which sank off Cobb on Sqrt. 4, 1970 during a 



-^ furious northeaster. 

^; Once I even found the wing of an airplane lying 
i among the drift on the beach, and to this day I have 
1 been unable to discover the story of how the plane had 
^ ditched at sn, or the fate of its {rilot and crew . 

Intriguhig as aU this may sound, the real lure of Cobb 
Island is still to be told, because living amongst the 
marsh grass, sea oats and sand dunes lives a creature 
that is capable of jumping 12 to IS feet at a time and in 
speed is placed second to only one animal in North 
. America and that is the Antelope.

I remonber the first experience I had with this 
animal. I was walking along the beach where the sand 
and marsh grass meets. At this point you can usually 
find the most drift because this is where the higher tides 
start to fall back. 

1 had stopped to kick at a pile of grass when out from 
under it darted a grey furry creature that at the time I 
would have swore was three feet tall but later only 
proved to be two foot. 

It scared me so bad I abnost fell to my knees. After 
quickly recovering my composure, 1 watched the biggest 
and fastest rabbit I had ever seen sprint down the beach 
for over a hundred yards and then cut up into the marsh 
grass. 

I had heard tales of jack rabbits being on Cobb Island 
but had never believed them. I tud seen the droppings 
among the sea oats but had figured it was the egg of 
some amphibious animal, it was as big as marbles and as 
thick as the seashdls. 

I later tried to tdl this story to some of my co-workers 
and was laughed ft so mudi that I finally decided to 
prove it.

As wild as it may sound, the rabbits really are there 
and with a Uttle research I teamed that it was no act of 
nature that put them in this unusual habiut nearly 2,000 
miles from their native land. 

The story I got was that the jack rabbits were put on 
Cobb Island approximately 15 years ago by Harvey 
Bowen of WiUis Warf, Virginia. Since that time they 
have multiplied by the humlreds and today s«m to 
outnumber the seagulls. . u lu 

Although they don't seem as romantic as the wild 
hwses that came to inhabit Assateague Island by mwis 
of an old Spanish ship wreck or as adventerous as the 
stories of the pirates burying their loot on the Barnw 
Island, the rabbiu are real and how they have survived 
in a totally different environm«it from which they came 
is a mystery to many.

agricultural, business and residential designations to R- 
6 Residential District (229.4 acres; R-5 Residential 
District (73.5 acres) and B-2 Community-Business 
District (2.3 acres). The existing zoning allows 198 
single-family homes and commercial development while 
the proposed zoning would allow 1,020 single-family 
homes and commercial development. 

Grover Wright, attorney for Lakeside, said that the 
applications were intended to "get rid of 174 business 
acres and end up with R-4.and R-6" 

The Planning Commission recommended approval of 
the rezoning and the borrow pit. 

Concerns of the Council are that the borrow pit is 
located to the side of the proposed development with 
insufficient space around it for housing, that the city 
has no definite dates for the construttion of Ferrell 
Parkway which will be needed for the development and 
that approximately 130 acres zoned for business is larger 
than Lynnhaven Mall. 

"We should find out what he's going to do with it," 
Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr. suggested at an 
informal session before the regular Council meeting. 

At the formal meeting Payne suggested deferring the 
application for a few weeks. "We don't want to go to 
R-6 (the most dense of the rezonings requested). We're 
wondering what we do want." 

Councilman John A. Baum said he was bothered 
about the borrow pit. A 100-foot strip around the pit 
will leave no room for houses which ordinarily insure 
maintenance of a borrow pit area. Council is concerned 
that the city would be left with the maintenance. 

Councilwoman Meycra Oberndorf was concerned 
that taxpayers would be committed to the earlier 
construction of Ferrell Parkway when other roads are 
more essential. 

Baum said, "We need to see this whole thing put 
together." He said the borrow pit would be a step 
backward. "It sounds like the city wijl be stuck." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley pointed out that the 
comprehensive plan calls for four units per acre 
development north of Ferrell Parkway and two units per 
acre south of the Parkway and wondered how the 
density is calculated. If the business zoned property 
were included to bring down the density to the 
recommended levels no consideration, is being given to 
the impact business development would have on the 
area, she said. j

TCC offers humanities program 



This year, for the first time at the Virginia Beach 
Campus of Tidewater Community College, students in 
the Humanities Division are part of our Cooperative 
Education program. 

Cooperative education combines a work-for-pay 
experience with academic study to give our students a 
more meaningful education. Traditionally, students in 
the business and public service technology divisions 
have been the only ones involved in cooperative 
education. 

This fall, however, Chuck Fritz, who teaches English 
in the Humanities Division, joined the cooperative 
education staff as faculty coordinator for humanities. 

He is in the process of building that portion of our 
program and we hope to have many students out in the 
community working areas which involved such things as 
art, education or social services. 

This fall, Mr. Fritz had six humanities students in the 
cooperative education program. Ten students are 
participating this winter and he hopes for 12-15 in the 
spring. 

Several of them have been, or currently are, in„the 
work-study program on campus. They work in our 
learning lab in areas such as photography, video taping 
and brochure design. 

Others have worked off campus in a variety of jobs 
which range fro creating window displays in a 
department store, to a teacher's aide in an elementary 



school, to editing and writing a monthly newsletter. 

Participation in the Cooperative Education program 
is optional. But students are not considered for the 
program until they have successfully completed a stated 
minimum number of academic credits relevant to their 
curriculum and are able to demonstrate the qualities 
necessary for beginning employment in the related area 
of study. Students must work five hours to get one hour 
of crMit. They can earn five credits per quarter up to a 
maximum of 15 credits toward our two-year associate 
arts degree. 

The philosophy behind cooperative education is 
based on the principle that practical experience in work 
compatible with the academic curriculum can add 
relevance to the student' s education .' 



At the same time, we think employers can benefit 
from the availability of potential employees who have 
been well trained. We also hope our program creates 
better communication itnd mutual understanding 
between the college and business and industry. 

Mr. Fritz keeps a current list of humanities students 
who are interested in participating in our Cooperative 
Education Program. If your business would be 
interested in having a humanitijes student working in its

Wdl, Harvey, who had wanted to 
start a new strain of rabMt in the ar«i wrote to the 
comiMny. which was in Rango, Kansas, and ordered six 
cotton tail rabUts.

A Mr. Earl Johnson called Harvey from Rango and 
told him that he was out of the cottontails but could 
send him six jack rabbits instead, so Harv^ accq)ted 
the substitute. 

When Harvey received his order, he found that he 
Wd eight rabbits instead of six and a couple of them 
were carrying y(Ming. Harvey carried the rabbits out to 
Cobb Island, where they have flourished ever since. 

The eight jack rabbiu seemed to adapt to the small 
island very weD and being tr^e to the spedeis ttey 
multiplied rafHdly. ^thin four years the island was 
loaded with them; and after la while the herd became 
diseased. Harvey sal^ he did pbi know what caused the 
disease, but they had fmind a lot of dead rabbits ova a 
short period of time. 

After a while the rabbits seemed to devdop an 
immunity 40 the disease an4 agun began to flourish. 

The main enemy of the rabbits today is hunters and 
the heavy surf of the Atlantic Ocean which is eating

Over one-third of a million Americans receive sodd 
security benefits because they have severe disabiUties 
which b^ in childhood and which keep than 
handicapped as adults. 

Many families with persons disabled since childhood 
are able to take care of the additional expense of carii« 
for them. But when the famUy's regular income is 
reduced or stopped because of retirement, disaWl^or 
death, the burden somrtimes becomes too great. Wha» 
this happens, the social security benefits paid to the 
disabled person can often mean the difference between 
care at home and care in an institution.

In some cases, a legal guardian or 
representative of an institution or nonprofit agency is 
named to manage the funds. 

Evidence is needed 



Before payments can be made, medical evidence is 
needed wUch shows: 

• That the person now has a severe disability; 

• That the impairment began before 22 and has 
continued; and 

• That there is little likelihood for improvement m the 
near future. 

The evidence will usually indude a report from the 
family dodor or from an institution whef e the person is 
a patient. In some cases, other mformation - such as 
school records or social agency records - may be needed. 

Proof of the disabled person's age and proof of 
relationship to the worker are also necessary. Usually a 
birth certificate will show both age and relationship. If 
the disabled person's benefits are based on a 
stepparent's sodal security record, the marriage 
certificates of the parents and stepparents are required. 
When an application is made for an adopted child, 
other proofs will Ije necessary which the people in the 
social security office will explain. 

If you need hdp in obtaining medical or other 
evidence, the people in the sodal security office will be 
glad to hdp you.

Whenever a group of Virginia Beach residents gd 
togetiier to put on an amateur play, one must give tiie 
ambitious Uoop an "A" for effort. 

But sometimes, tiie group may be too targe for the 
ptaying area of tiie tiieatre, which is one of tiie 
shortcomings of tiie Virginia Beach Littie Theatre's 
recent production of the musical comedy "Mame". 

Musicals should be livdy, fast paced and tight. 
Comedy, as witii music, is dependent on perfed timing.

Ptayers on 
stage as spectators are also a distraction. 

Musicals, as witii aU plays, must serve as an escape 
for the audience; with an eventual purgihg of emotions 
at tiie end.

running from start to finish Uke a fmely timed car. But

Also considered was the nutritional value and cost of 
each item. The homemade baby food far surpassed the 
commercial foods in all three oitegories including taste, 
nutritional value and cost.

Croatan dunes priority in shore planning

Qty planners, property owners and civic league 
representatives have been given the unenviable task 
of finding a way to use beachfront property at Croatan 
which would not disturb the dunes. 

Itader the city's shore protection ordinance, property 
owners have to get a conditional tue permit from city 
council for any dune disturbing «:tivity. 

Helen L Foos has 2.5 acres in Qoetan at the 
southeast intersection of South Atlantic Avenue and 
Maryland Avenue where she wants to construct five 
single-fiunily homes. Her attorney told council M(»day 
evening that "everything we get into is a dune 
disturbing activity." 

A site plan prepared by Mrs. Foos 'engineer, James 
R. FoK, {ffoposes moving the dunes eastwani so Uiat 
the homes can be placed behind them. 

Chy manager George L Hanburjrsaid the property is 
ad^nt to Cusp Pendleton and tiw public has used 
the area as a public beach. He said he would like 
Cbuiwil to recoiuider purdusing the property. 

A plan for the dty to purchase fragile beach areas has 
been turned down by Council. 

Hie fanning Commission and Planning Department 
reconuMnded denial of the use permit because the 
removal of the natural dune and the creaticxi of an 
artifkial dune an>roDdmatky 170 feet seaward (tf the 
existing dune would be incmsistent with the intent of 
the Coastline Management Ordinance. , 

Mayo- Patrick L Standing said th^ he didn't wan t 
any actioi taken by Council to be tainted with an 
underlying intent of the city to purchase the pr(q>erty.In 
fact. Council did not seem receptive to purchasing the 
pr<^rty at all. 

Butier said that he would be glad to discuss alternate 
plans with the city planners and the civic leagues who 
expose the permit. 

Fox said to improve mttters septic tanb serving the 
homes would be installed on prc^rty across Atlantic 
Avenue, also owned by Mrs. Foos. 

Jim Kaiser, president of the N«th Virginia Beach 
Gvic League, sud that the local Slwreline Prelection 
Odinancx is tl^ only ordhunce functioning, tbe 
shoreline bill being considered in the General 
Assembly "is being torn again in RichmcHid," be said. 
"The only thing we have between m, and the dunes is 
the local ordinance." 

He said that in ««trast to North Virginia Beach, no 
effort has been m^ to develop tte dunes at Qroatan. 
He said dunes have to be deveh^d before anythii^ is 
built. "Any other plan woidd Jeopardize the ocean- 
front." 

Tom Aiken, representing the Croatan Property 



Owners Association and the South Rudee Shores Qvic 
League, said the residents oppose the permit although 
they would like to see tiie area devel(^d into 
single-family residences. The plan as I understand it 
invdves the elimination of the natural dunes and 
building new dunes closer to the ocean. "If ccMindl 
considers this minimal, it would be hard for me to 
unagine a oue where tiie ordinance would apply," 
Gary Pope, of the Rudee Shores Qvic League, said 
that sOTie of the dunes destructicm has been caused by 
four-wheel vehicles, which are illegal. Another Ash 
Wednesday stwm will take away any hones built there, 

he said. 

Dr. John F. McCabe said he purchaswi property three 
weeks before the strain and 18 years after the stwm the 
dunes are only half the size they were before. Two 
houses beside his were washed out to sea, he said, and 
all the families possessicms were found at Sandbridge 
two days later. 

Jean Johns(», a real estate agent, said she built (me 
house for a lietuentant cdraiel with eight children who 
insisted on flattening the dunes and the house was 
washed away by the stram.

Fishing season picks up in area

lor over a year now, I have been writing this column 
and briiijting you up to Jalc on what's biting and where 
to catch it. Hardly a week goes by that I don't have 
some good fishing news from Otis Nelson down at the 
NorlhwcM River Camp Grounds. 

Otis calls mc each week to give mc the good news, and 
the bad, and over a period of time I become familiar 
with the names of some of the regulars that seem to 
always catch fish no matter what the weather. 

I have become so sure of these fishermen's ability out 
ihei'e on the river that 1 usually already have their names 
on my list, all I need from Otis is how many they 
caught. 

This past Sunday I had the pleasure of seeing a couple 
of these angleis in action and even managed to wet a line 
myself. If Sunday's catch was any kind of indication as 
to what the 1980 fishing sca.son has in store for me, it 
looks like I might have a good year. 

On Saturday afternoon I received a call from Otis and 
he told me that Junior Gray wanted me to go fishing 
with him on Sunday. 

You could probably tell by last weeks Column that I 
had already caugh^ the fishing bug and .with the 
excellent weather we had Saturday, and Sunday's 
•forecast looking the same, I couldn't refuse the 
invitation. I asked Otis what equipment I needed and 
what time Junior wanted mc down there. 

I arrived at the Northwest River Campgrounds at 8 
a.m. Sunday morning and even though the weather 
forecast was for sunny and a high near 70 the «iriy 
morning air was still cold and the sky overcast. 

I had never met Junior before but I had no trouble 
nnding him. He and the "River Rat", Rowland 
Marshall, were standing by their boats which they had 
already loaded. The only thing missing was me and of 



course the fish. 

Before getting underway I went Inside the store and 
had Otis pick mc a large lunch because Junior ha^ jrfans 
of being out on the river all day and nothing makes me 
any hungrier than just that. 

After getting underway it didn't take us long to get to 
Junior's favorite spot. He had a 35 HP Evennide on a 
IS ft flat bottom boat and I want to tell you it doesn't 
take^'him long to get from one spot to another if he has a 
mind to. 

ScvcaUnasatatiaM 

The First place we tried was near the Northwest River 
Park. I asked Junior which one of the 12 telescopic 
fiberglass poles he wanted me to use and he handed me 
five. I thought he was kidding me at first until I saw him 
bait up seven and put than in the water. 

He had seven rod holdo-s attached to a piece of wood 
and it held the poles in a fan pattern. With his seven uid 
my five poles, we covered an area about 30 to 40 feet 
wide. 

For bait we used small shinners on a "Minni Jig". 1 
waited to see how Junior was going to put the shinner 
on so 1 wouldn't be baiting wrong and noticed that he 
hooked them the same way I did for flounder by 
running the hook through the ^es. The minnow will 
live longer this way and give you a more natural action. 
Even after it dies the slow trolling will make it appear it 
is swimming. 

By using an electric trolling motor, Junior manuvered 
us slowly down the river, and it wasn't long before he 
picked up a speckle perch that probably weighed 3/4 
pound. He said it was a small one but it looked pretty 
good to me. It was the first fish I had seen this you. 

After we had been there 10 to IS minutes, the "River 
Rat" arrived on the scene and it wasn't to long before

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Gty manager George L Hanbury wasn't so 
optimistic. "On^ reason why I feel the Kempsville Roed 
project is dead is they returned the plans." The plans 
cost the city $200,000. 

}fe said the state was oiginally very much conmitted 
to the project and agreed to help two years ago. 

The city would have had to pay only five percent of 
the road cost. As it is, Hanbury said, the state's action 
"requires us to look at our own funding. I definitely 
think that Kempsville is going to have to be a local 
road." 

Councihnan Reid Ervin said the city would have to be 
"more austere." 

Hanbury said that he thought the State was reneging 
on its agreements with Virginia Beach to a greater 
extent than in the rest of the state. 

Ervin said the city needed more people in Richmond. 

Hanbury saM that if the state wcHiH^k up th^^poed, 
he would recommend that the city db it. "* 

Yvx Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. presented a 
resdution requesting the State to reconsider its 
decision to cut the funds and to construct the project as 
origiiudly planned. Council approved the resdution at 
the formal meeting Mcmday evening. 

Public Worb director Oral Lambert said that the 
State spends $6 to $9 miUicm a year on road projects in 
Virginia Beach which adds up to approximately $35 
million over the five-year capital program.If the four 
cent tax is not passed, Lambert said. The Suffdk 
District of which \^rginia Beach is a part, receives $$33 
million a year. With the additicmal tax, the district will 
still receive $34 million the first year but after that it 
would drop to $16 million, about half. 

If that money is spread equitably, Lambert said, 
Virginia Beach should be getting half ~ about $16 
million over the five-year budget period. 

The State has also notified the city that the 
Newtown-Haygood Road project will be delayed, llie 
$6.6 million project yras scheduled fa* completidi in 
December 1982.

one of his five poles landed a nice one. Rowland stayed 
close by most of the day and during the slow times either 
he or Junior would be coming up with some comical 
remark or teasing one another.

As we moved along slowly towards the North 
Carolina line, I began to realize how good of a 
sportsman Junior really was. If the fish that vm boiued 
was small. Junior handled it carefully while uking it oft 
the hook and then would release it. 

Of course he might have had an ulterior motive 
because when he released the fish he would always tell it 
to go back and tell its big brother what a nice man he 
was for letting him go. That might be the secret of 
Junior's success with fishing. 

By mid-afternoon we had had enough. We had 
boated 22 nice speckles (crappie) and released half that 
many again because of their size. I saw alot of fishermen 
keeping fish alot smaller than the ones Junior and 1 
released.' It was quite obvious that alot of them were 
after numbers instead of some good eating. 

I made my day when I landed a 1 lb. 10 oz. speckle. I 
told Junior that that fish along would have made the 
trip worthwhile for me. It was a real fight on that limber 
pole. I really got a kick out of it and believe that the fish 
wasn't the only one hooked. I had never paid much 
attention to freshwater fishing before but you can bet 
that I will be back. Junior even told' me that this had 
been a slow day. 

Other anglers that had done yikll down at the 
Northwest River on Sunday were lijck Gerin with 19 
crappie, George Preedy and yfjllie Bridges of 
Chesapeake caught 30 crappie, Jdc; Templeton and 
Mike Nye of Chesapeake caught S bass, two of which 
weighed in at 2'/i pounds. Rowland "River Rat" 
Marshall loaded his cooler with 1 6 nice speckles. 

Rowland also went on Thursday Und caught 10 
speckles and returned on Friday to catch 12 crappie and 
three bass. 

On Saturday, Wallace Ferrile and Dave Puckett 
caught one bass and 12 crappie. Slim Mizzell and Steve 
Reeding of Chesapeake caught 25 large crappie. Junior 
Gray boated 25 crappie, Rowland Marshall and W.N. 
Dean caught 20 nice crappie and C'.R. Waller and Jim 
I'llis loaded up with 40 crappie, 5 bream and one 
catfish. 

You can take it from me, you don't have to wait for 
summer time to go fishing. If you should go, give me a 
call and let me know how you did.

Councilman proposes expanded disclosure laws

candidate for elected office and the members of their 
households to reveal real «tate holdings in the city. 
Riggs wants to inchide all appointed officials and 
department heads of the city and to expand disclosure to 
all sources of private income and real estate holdings 
regardless of where it comes from. 

He recommended that the sources only, not the 
amounts, be revealed so that those with modest incomes 
or very large incomes would not be discouraged from 
running for public office. 

Riggs said that revealing sources of income will 
possibly prevent a conflict of interest. 

Riggs distributed a letter containing his proposal to 
members of Council preceding the 5:30 p.m. informal 
session of Council but the matter was not introduced 
until the end of a long night session - Council delayed 
action on the ordinance presented by Riggs and 
suggested that Riggs and Councilwomen Barbara 
Henley, who said she had been doing some research on 
disclosure, work togetha on modifications of the 
ordinance. 

Mrs. Henley suggested looking at modifications such 
as establishing minimums for incmnes which should be 
reported from outside sounxs. 
° Councilman Reid Ervin said he agreed "on principle" 
and felt than that the expansion of disclosure would 
increase public respect. He said that he voluntarily made 
the disclosures recommended by Riggs the first time he 
served on Council, but that there wasn't much support 
for the action at the time. He said there was some need 
for some confidentiality and suggested a compromise 
worked out by Riggs and Mrs. Henley. 

Councilman John A. Baum asked, "What is it that's 
that broken thatyou're trying to fix? Where do you 
draw the line between public and private business?" 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. asked that when the 
matter came up again. Council should discuss it in open 
session. 

Councilwoman Meyna Oberndorf said she agreed 
with the ordinance. She said that the "day we took 
public office we abrogated private life." She had some 
questions about including minor children and bank 
certificates. She said that "some of us are embarrassed 
by the lack of funds, others by affluence. ' ' 

Baum wanted to know what checks there would be to 
know that the disclosure is complete. 

Mrs. Henley said that the disclosure doesn't have to 
get into the specifics of income. She said that although 
they are distasteful there are somethings that have to be 
done to restore trust, 
done to restore trust. 

Councilman George R. Ferrell didn't like the idea at 
all. Ferrell won't have to be concerned with disclosure 
unless he decides to run for re-election this year. After 
the meeting he told reporters he wasn't going to run 
again. 



Baum noted that the proposal was timed to come up 
during a political campaign. Riggs is running for r& 
election to Council in May.
